Report  of  the  School  Board 


In  presenting  our  annual  report  we  would  say  that  the 
schools  as  a  whole  have  made  very  good  progress,  and  at 
the  present  time  we  feel  justified  in  saying  that  each 
school  is  in  the  hands  of  a  competent  teacher  well  fitted 
to  the  needs  and  requirements  of  each  particular  school. 

It  became  necessary  during  the  year,  through  resigna- 
tion of  teachers,  to  employ  a  new  teacher  for  the  West 
school,  and  we  feel  that  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining 
one  who  is  devoting  all  her  energy  to  her  work  and  is 
striving  to  make  her  work  a  success. 

In  filling  the  vacancy  at  the  Wedgewood  school,  we 
thought  it  advisable  to  transfer  the  teacher  from  the  South 
to  the  Wedgewood,  and  the  improvement  already  made  in 
the  school  assures  us  of  the  wisdom  of  so  doing. 

We  were  fortunate  in  securing  for  the  South  a  teacher 
with  high  recommendations,  having  taught  successfully  in 
a  neighboring  town,  and  thus  far  is  giving  excellent  satis- 
faction. 

The  East  school  has  made  remarkable  advancement 
under  the  instruction  of  the  present  teacher. 

Instruction  in  music  has  been  continued  during  the 
year,  the  same  as  the  preceding  year,  and  we  recommend 
the  continuance  of  the  same. 

During  the  year  we  have  made  a  change  in  geogra- 
phies, introducing  Maury's  Elementary  and  Advanced 
Geography,  and  have  placed  in  each  school  a  case  of 
maps,  each  case  containing  eight  maps,  adjusted  to  spring 
rollers. 

You   will   notice  that  the  school  treasurer  has  paid  to 


the  town  treasurer  the  sum  of  $82.32,  it  being  due  those 
pupils  attending  the  Portsmouth  High  school  as  their 
share  of  the  special  appropriation  of  $150.00,  made  for  the 
purpose  of  aiding  scholars  attending  high  schools  out  of 
town,  their  tuition  being  now  paid  by  the  town  in  accord- 
ance with  the  present  school  law  relating  to  high  schools, 
said  law  becoming  effectual  August  t,  1901. 

We  trust  the  parents  whose  children  are  of  school 
age,  will  see  more  fully  the  benefits  of  a  regular  attend- 
ance, and  insist  that  their  children  shall  be  present  every 
day  possible,  that  they  may  receive  their  just  share  of  the 
money  expended  for  the  maintenance  of  schools,  also  that 
they  may  keep  along  with  the  classes  to  which  they  are 
assigned,  and  by  so  doing  relieve  your  school  board  from 
the  unpleasant  task  of  enforcing  the  school  laws  of  the 
state,  which  is  their  duty  to  perform  as  is  shown  by  the 
text  of  the  school  law,  a  copy  of  which  is  added  : 

CHAPTER  93. 

"Sec.  14. — Every  person  having  the  custody  and  con- 
trol of  a  child  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  fourteen 
years,  residing  in  a  school  district  in  which  a  public  school 
is  annually  taught,  shall  cause  such  child  to  attend  the 
public  school  all  the  time  such  school  is  in  session,  unless 
the  child  shall  be  excused  by  the  school  board  of  the  dis- 
trict because  his  physical  or  mental  condition  is  such  as  to 
prevent  his  attendance  at  school  for  the  period  required, 
or  because  he  was  instructed  in  the  English  language  in  a 
private  school  approved  by  the  school  board  for  a  number 
of  weeks  equal  to  that  in  which  the  public  school  was  in 
session  in  the  common  English  branches." 

"Sec.  17. — Any  person,  not  a  scholar,  who  shall  wil- 
fully interrupt  or  disturb  any  school  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  thirty  days." 

"Sec  18. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  board  to 
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prosecute  the  offenders  for  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter.  If  they  neglect  to  perform  this  duty  thev 
shall  forfeit  twenty  dollars  for  each  neglect,  for  the  use  of 
the  district." 

Hoping  that  the  parents  may  more  fully  realize  the 
importance  of  united  action  with  the  school  board  in  main- 
taining a  more  regular  attendance,  we  respectfully  submit 
this  report  for  their  consideration.
